supply Of the cityowith further in- 
formation, Mr. Owens has tendered 
edditional information to the city. 


This has been submitted to the ceoun- 
cil. In-this reportyiMin Owens takes 
up the cost of furnishing water to 
the city and contends that far more 
is being pumped into the pipes than 
is being paid for. The report is as 
followa:

In this letter IT propose to go into 
the matter more in detail than it 
was possible in mv last, which was 
intended to be a very general des- 
cription of things, and to discuss this 
importent question, teking as my 
basis of thought the amount of money 
which we do receive for our water. 
and attempting to deduce from that 
amount and our tariff the ectual 
ouantitv of water which we deliver to 
the public.

The cut on this page shows one of the greatest undertakings ever proposed by any person or private corporation for Northwest Canada 
xcept Railway Construction. The scheme is beirz undertaken solely for the purpose of supplying pure water to the City of Edmonton and 
adjoining municipalities should they desire it. Luiefly outlined the scheme is as follows.

It is proposed to utilize as a source of supply Pigeon Lake, which is a beautiful fresh water lake 
of over 37 square miles in area, of great depth and situated about 40 miles 8. W. of the city at an elevation of 597 ft. above the surface of 
Fourth street, opposite No. 2 Fire Hall, and is thus in a position to furnish the City of Edmonton with an unlimited supply of pure soft 
water. Pigeon Lake would be tapped with intake works and a tunnel, thence the water would be conveyed from the north end of this 


tunnel by means of a 33 in. pipe to the valve shaft and intake works which it is proposed to construct close to the Wizard Lake for reasons 53-25 

which are explained later. Thence from Wizard Lake continuing the line of 33 in. pipe to a natural lake situated on Beaver Hills about 

seven and one-half miles fom the city and at an elevation of 240 ft. above the afore mentioned point on Fourth street.

Berlin, Feb, 9—-Arriving at eleven 
this morning King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra were most cordially rte- 
| ceived by the German Emperor, who 
attended with a brilliant suite, includ- 
ing the Crown Prince and other mem- 


bers of the Imperial family, Chancel- 
lor, Von Buelow and Foreign Minister 
Von Schoenband and a squadron of 
| Queen Victoria's dragoons were in at- 
tendance, the King being honorary 


colonel, Entering Unter Den Linden 
the brilliant procession passed through 
soldiery fifteen deep, 
backed by immense throngs, who 
cheered heartily. Entering the famous 
Brandenburg Thor, the King was wel- 
comed by Mayor Kirschner and the 
aldermen, and it is characteristic of 
kindly forethought of the King that 
by a private hint instead of the civic 
officials braving the winter blast in 
evening dress in the open air, a com- 
fortable pavilion enabled them to act 
their part as host with comfort and 
befitting dignity rather then with the 
servility hitherto required when bur- 
ghers welcomed royalty. This will be 
jfurther evidenced tomorrow when the 
Kaiser will accompany the King to 
the ree»ption in the city hall, an un; 
precedented step in Germany, al- 
though the Kaiser has frequently ac-

Grand Decorations. 

Berlin was grandly decorated, the 
bunting and bright diesses and _ brill- 
iant uniforms being well set off by the 
clear but cold winter sunshine. The 
common comment is that the King 1s 
pale and both monarchs are inclined 
to grave. As forecasted, the un- 
employed attempted a counter-demon- 
stration, and after holding fifteen 
meetings at different points formed 
processions which, massing in two col- 
umns, converged on the town hall and 
palace about the time the monarchs 
were scheduled to arrive at these 
points, the procession cheering. Later, 
however, the police headed them , ff 
and the usual fracas followed, oblig- 
ing the police finally to charge with 
drawn swords, resulting in many be- 
ing injured and arrested. The rioters 
also objected to the decorative effects 
f several places, provoking fresh con- 
tacts with the police, 

Smoothing Out Difficulties. 

Although no treaty is contemplated 
there is little doubt that besides tne 
state events a great many important 
conferences will be held. as the King 
is accompanied by Sir Charles Hard- 
inge, under secretary of state for 
eign affairs, smoothing out many lit- 
tle frictions, making a better under- 
standing, with the moral effect which 
it is hoped will still, if not eradicate, 
the distrust and suspicion between the 
two nations, latterly excited over the 
mutual naval augmentations and 
Britain’s supposed isolating of Ger- 
many in European polities, it being 
assumed on the continent, especially 
in Germany, that Britain is hostile to 
the Trivle Alliance.

that?’ asked Mr. Hiebert. “By fram- 
ing up an Opposition policy of gov- 
ernment ownership? By attempting 
to assert that our present government 
is too crooked to lie straight in its 
bunk? By declaring that on account 

f government policies, settlers are 
handicapped and defrauded of their 
opportunities; or by openly and hon- 
estly supporting the government in the 
efforts they are making, whenever 
those efforts are designed to make for 
the prosperity of the Province? For 
my part I think that honesty is the 
best policy, and that political oppo- 
sition merely for the sake of opposi- 
tion is intended to hamper the devel- 
opment and defeat the great purpose 
for which we are all striving 

An Example at Hand. 

“Take the city of Edmonton as an 
example. It is well known that the 
business men of Edmonton of what- 
ever political faith are united upon 
the main issue of boosting for their 
town. The results are apparent. We 
«ee the results in the way the town has 
developed, inthe way It is gratuitously 
advertised in the press of the whole 
country. And still if it should appear 
bat the omcials of the city are not 
competent or are not carrying out the 
wishes of the people, the voters of Ed- 
monton would, with the same unant- 
mous sentiment, vote them out of of- 
tice, but till then we hear of no oppo- 
sition merely for opposition’s sake. 

Government's Work 1s Good. 

“Now while I may have my 
views regarding numerous acts of 1 
islation, and while I have reserved 
the right, and always will reserve the 
right to criticize, | must, in fairness, 
admit that the present work of the 
Government as a general whole is for 
the country’s good. | do not know by 
what method the Government will se- 
cure the railways we want, and will 
resarve the right to criticise if the 
methods employed are not sound and 
the best available, but the fact that 
we are to be eiven the roads is the im- 
portant item, and be it far from me 
to attempt to hinder the honest effort 
of the Government merely for the sake 
of oppoting it. 

“JT am not in polities to make mon- 
cy, neither is any mon. Business op- 
portunities in Alberta are so good and 
will be so improved by this railway 
legislation that a man who is out for 
the money will resign from politics, 
and go after the investments that will 
be afforded, What we are concerned 
about is the bettering of our opportu- 
nity by legislation, and until our 
party has an opportunity to advance 
a general programme more wise, mor 
progressive, and more fraught with 
promise of general good, it can best 
earn the respect of the electors by a 
frank, honest attitude of approval, cf 
course reserving the right to point out, 
and at the same time pointing out, 
tne flaws and defects of any and all 
measures adopted or proposed Al- 
berta will be a province for a long 
time vet, and mistakes will be made. 
No Government ean remain unassail- 
able, and when that time comes in our 
Province, our position will be strong- 
er by having piayed the game on this 
high principle.” 

To Stand For Re-election. 

“Are you going to stand for re-elee- 
tion?’ was esked. 

“Yes,” declared Mr. Hiebert, “and 
1 have given you my platform. T am 
not going into the Government camp, 
nor am I giving the Government my 
pledge of support. I have maintained 
the privilege of criticism and wil] con- 
tinue to do so, but as in the past, I 
will work for and vote for, and give 
credit for any measure, from what 
ever source, that honestly works “or 
tne end we all desire.
